ports, come back to this place only to 
loaf around seeking work. To day 
if a person will only take the trouble 
to go arondd to the mines which are 
in active operation, they will find the 
works crowded almost with men 
looking for work; good practical 
miners, who can do any kind of miu 
ing work, they are waiting to see the 
Superintendent or foreman but their 
request is not grauted simply because 
there is no work to giveto them 
Mer who are away from the Com 
stock at present, had better stey away 
until the times warrant them in com 
ing back and they do not jast now. 
for there are meu enough here Wh 
are out of employment, to fill all the 
places thet may become vacant for 
the next six months, unless some big 
strike takes place, and a man can 
live as cheap anywhere else as on the 
Comstock. and be will 2 ou! 
of pocket for transportation 
ing here st this time. When there i- 
a strike, the Footlight will be one of 
the first to spread the glad tidings 
and tell the boys to all come back to 
the old camp, bat at present it would 
advise them to keep away, for the 
supply of labor is much greater than 
the demand and a great many who 
are now here would leave if they had 
the means. 


A party of San Franciscans recently 
ascended Mount Davidson from Vir- 
ginia City, and a correspondent sends 
the San Francisco Call the following 
account of the trip: 

Mount Davidson stands on the west 
side of the city, 7,827 feet above the 
level of the sea, and 1,750 feet from O. 
the principal street here. We started 
at 4:15 P. u., reaching the top in 55 
minutes. Here, at the very apex, is 
planted a flagpole (erected by Eagle 
Engine Company, No. 3,) which can 
plainly be seen for miles around.
